Tur New York Leglslature appears to be no
better than the “Forty Thieves" whose depre-
dations in this State have just been terminated.
The Tribune abruptly asks:—"How mnch s s
Republican Legislnture golng to vote out of the
publie treasury for the support of the corrupt
party that rules and plunders this city, and for

its use at the next eloction?” It then pro-
ceeds In a vein which leads the reader
to  believe that the writer will not be

disappointed If the Legislature does its very
worst, and winds up In this style:—“We ure
golng to see whetlier the plunder of the cliy 1s
to go on, and whether a Republiean Legislature
will openly pander to the shamcless ring., 1f
you do, your constitucnts shall know it."

Republlean Legislature Is direetly responsible to
the people for every dollur of needloss expendi-
ture, Certain estimates of the City Controller,
nguregnting about 4,700,000, have been cwut
down by the Senate committes nhount S538,000,
while the Citlzens’ Associntion, of which Peter
Cooper s President, publishes a statement,
which the Tribune endorses, showing how u re-
duction of #2.500,000 is possible.

It is curlons to glance at some of the rival es-
timates,  If there are any institutions in New
York ety in which corruption is more prevalent
than inlts other institutions they are the different
corporations for supplying the people with gas,
The City Controller estimates the smount which
these cormorants must receive for lghting the
city for one year at 1,053,205, The Sennte
Committee cannot see how a reduoetion of this
enormous sum by a single dollar Is possitile; but
the Citizens' Assoclation regards 700,000 ns
nmply sufficient. The City Controller thinks
$450,000 will be necessary for the laying of wddi-

torward this one virtue of partisan tidelity us an
ample stonement for o thousund crimes ngains=t
the State.

CRIMINAL LAWYERS A CURSE,
We esteem any community which contains a
number of exceedingly able eriminad lawyers to
be singularly unfortunate. We do not mean tosay
that any lnwyer who practises in the Quarter
Sessions is per se 0 public noisanee or a pub-
lic injury, but if there is known to exist o lnw-
ver who is noted either for his legal acuteness or
svmpathetic eloquence, and by these qualities to
be able to get an aceused man declared Innocent,
that fact is  serious Injury to the safety of the
community. It requires but n moment’s reflec-
tion to see that this view of the case I8 correct.
A man iz hesitating before he commits some great
crime, some murder, for instanece, andis weighing
the consequences which will follow,  He looks
first and foremost at the risk of punishment. Tt
is notorlous that the moral power of the conscience
is not the principal check pot on erime, It is
the certuinty of the physical results which will
follow, and if they can be escaped, there are
thoussnds of men who would willingly riek the
tortures of an outraged conscience. The
would-be murderer 8 weighing the chances, and
se¢s i prominant eriminal lawyer, one who Is
noted for his success,  He makes a caleulation,
“I will get by this murder 20,000, T can pdy
Mr. — #5000, and he will get me off.” The
result is that all hesitation vanishes, the public
are shocked by the record of another dreadful

erime, and Mr, — excris his eloguence
and  his tactics, and the eriminal
escapes. By such o  transaction as  this

the greatest public injury is done. The cise of
thi= one man freed through the ability of coun-
sel stimulates o dozen others to like deeds, and
the peace of soclety is endangered. It is for
this renson that we esteem the existence of a
pre-eminently great criminal Inwyer a publie
culnmity. In fuct, the talents of sueh a mem-
ber of the bar tend to elevate erime. The day
of trial ie delayed, and opportunitics afforded
for the successful concogtion of a false theory
of inpocence, This is all wrong. Crime should
meet with & prompt punishment,

Public gentiment, through habit, has given to
counsel a delay of o month or two as part of
the rights of the criminal. A prompt trial wfter
an arrest s almost unheard of.  Even in the late
case of the Hill murder, four months and o half
elapred between the deed and the expiation.
They manage things better in France. There a
minrder is followed by a wial in the snme week,
and If the accused be proved gullty, another
week gees him in eternity.  The knowledge of
such o speedy fale wends mightily to check
erime,

Then, too, the trials of eriminal enses here are
unnecessarily prolonged.  To  have the court
listen for an unlimited time to counsel is an error,
Let the time be limited. and let the defense and
the prosccution each know that in one hour
they must say all that they have o say. For
ten days to be consumed is certainly out of 1l
proportion, and evidences a feenudity of words
which argues ill for the ideas. In fact, & num-
ber of hnportant changes must be made in order
to mike our svetam of erimiual jnstice properly
eiflicient.  There I4 too much latitnde given to
erling, too much sympathy shown, too much
interference aftemped. Speed and certainty of
punishmont should follow (he commiszion ;If W
murder, aud the knowledge of these two quali-
ties will dmlnlsh the st of cases In tho eriminal
cilendur.
